age to the Xebraskan was caused 
by an attack by a submarine. 
'"On the evening of May 25 
last, tbe submarine met a'steam- 
er bound westward without a flag 
and with no neutral markings on 
her freeboard, about 35 nautical 
miles west of Fastnet Bock, Xo 
appliance of any kind for the il- 
lumination ot the flag or mark- 
togs was to be seen. In the twi- 
light, which bal already set- in, 
the name of the steamer was not 
visible from the submarine. Since 
the commander of tbe submarine 
was obliged to assume from his 
wide experience in the area of 
maritime war that only English 
steamers and no nentral steamers 
traversed this war area without 
flag and markings, be attacked 
the vessel with a torpedo, in the 
conviction that he had an enemy 
vessel before him. 


FIjAG RESPECTED THEX. 
" 'Some time after tbe shot the 


commander saw that the vessel 
had in the meantime hoisted the 
American flag. As a consequence, 
he. of course, refrained from any 
further attack.
